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ADDRESS  AT  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  FIFTEENTH  ACADEMIC  YEAR. 

IN    LEVERING    HALL,    OCTOBER    3,    1890.

Fourteen  years  ago,  a  company  of  perhaps  one  luiudred 
persons  assembled  in  the  room  since  known  as  Hopkins  Hall 
to  begin  the  edncational  work  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity. Among  tliose  then  jiresent,  there  was  one  who  has  rarely, 
if  ever,  failed  to  be  with  us  upon  similar  occasions  from  that 
time  nntil  now.  Not  infrequently,  we  have  heard  his  voice 
on  public  occasions — always  with  an  insjnring  note.  His 
presence,  his  sympathy  and  his  counsels  were  a  perpetual  ben- 
ediction. But  his  influence  was  even  greater  in  the  council- 
room  than  it  was  upon  the  platform.  Invariably  present  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  Executive  Committee 
— unless  unavoidably  detained — he  was  one  of  tlie  most  faith- 
ful, attentive,  patient,  experienced,  and  enlightened  membei's  of 
the  Board.  In  the  conduct  of  our  affiiirs  he  showed,  at  times, 
those  chivalric  qualities,  in-born  and  in-brcd,  which  made  him 
in  early  life  the  brave  advocate  of  private  rights  and  the  fear- 
less defender  of  public  order  ;  while  he  also  showed  the  calm, 
considerate  and  judicial  qualities,  which,  in  later  years,  adorned 
his  station  on  the  bench.  Few  lives  are  so  complete  as  his. 
Few  of  our  contemporaries  can  be  named  who  discharge  so 
faithfully  the  duties  of  a  citizen. 

It  is  probable  that  before  long  we  shall  be  called  together 
to  consider  the  example  he  has  left  us,  and  to  rehearse  his 
virtues — but  I  am  quite  sure  of  your  concurrence,  as  I  antici- 
pate the  more  extended  eulogies  which  we  may  hope  to  hear, 
by  making  the  first  words  of  this  academic  term  a  tribute  of 
affectionate  respect  and  gratitude  for  the  life,  character,  and 
services  of  Judge  George  William  Brown. 

His  mute  dust 
I  honor  and  his  living  worth  ; 
A  man  more  pure  and  bold  and  just 
Was  never  born  into  the  eartli. 


We  have  recently  lost  other  friends.  General  George  S. 
Brown,  a  kinsman  of  Judge  Geo.  W.  Brown,  was  one  of  the 
most  respected  citizens  of  Baltimore,  who  contributed  liberally 
to  the  advancement  of  all  good  works.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  persons  not  connected  with  the  University  to  .see,  two 
years  ago,  the  need  of  a  special  fund  to  sustain  our  finances  in 
a  time  of  depression,  and  he  was  one  of  tiie  generous  company 
who  made  up  the  Emergency  Fund.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
first  who  responded  to  a  proposal  for  reorganising  the  Mer- 
cantile Library  and  saving  a  valuable  collection  of  books  from 
the  threatened  dispersion.  Another  of  our  recent  benefactors 
was  Mr.  John  S.  Oilman,  who  showed  his  interest  in  our 
work  in  many  ways,  and  especially  by  contributing  to  the 
Emergency  Fund.     Sucii  aid  deserves  perpetual  recognition. 

Nor  are  these  our  only  recent  losses.  The  principal  of  the 
Baltimore  City  College,  Dr.  William  Elliott,  was  an  experi- 
enced teacher  by  whose  good  example  and  thorough  discipline 
many  of  our  students  (including  a  large  number  of  those  who 
have  taken  undergraduate  honors)  were  prepared  for  their 
matriculation  in  this  University.  He  was  a  man  of  thorough 
habits,  great  modesty,  sterling  integrity,  who,  in  spite  of  many 
limitations — especially  the  lack  of  adequate  funds  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  College — performed,  without  discourage- 
ment, the  important  duties  intrusted  to  him,  and  left  the  stamp 
of  his  character  upon  a  large  number  of  the  young  men  of 
Baltimore. 

The  diplomatic  service  of  the  United  States  has  lately  lost 
one  of  the  most  accomplished  of  its  foreign  representatives,  the 
Hon.  Eugene  Schuyler,  LL.  D.,  who  lectured  to  our  historical 
students  on  the  diplomatic  and  consular  service  of  this  country, 
and  was  afterward  (in  1888)  our  delegate  to  the  University  of 
Bologna.    In  all  the  public  stations  which  he  held,  in  England, 
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Russia,  Greece,  and  Egypt,  Mr.  Schuyler  maintained  the 
habits  of  a  scholar,  interpreting  to  his  countrymen  the  history 
and  politics  of  other  lands,  interpreting  to  foreigners  the  lit-  j 
erary  and  political  characteristics  of  the  United  States.  He 
was  particularly  interested  in  the  higher  education.  In  the 
month  of  March  last  I  visited  with  him  the  new  Polytechnic 
Institute  of  Cairo,  and  urged  him,  as  we  talked  over  the  many 
indications  of  social  progress,  to  write  out  an  account  of  the 
condition  of  public  instruction  in  Egypt,  as  a  comment  perhaps 
upon  the  history  lately  published  by  Artin  Pasha.  He  ex- 
pressed his  intention  to  send  a  report  on  this  subject  to  the 
Department  of  State.  His  generous  impulses  are  illustrated 
by  an  incident  which  happened  at  that  time.  "  Have  you  any 
coin  collection  in  the  Johns  Hopkins  ?  "  he  said  to  me.  "  Yes," 
I  answered,  "  a  small  but  choice  collection  lately  given  us." 
"  Then,  perhaps,  you  will  take  these,"  he  added  ;  "  they  will 
be  of  more  use  to  you  than  to  me."  Thus  speaking,  he  handed 
me  eight  ancient  gold  coins  which  I  now  present  to  the  cus- 
todians of  our  historical  museum. 

But  we  are  not  to  dwell  this  evening  on  our  bereavements. 
We  are  assembled  to  welcome  to  this  society  a  large  accession 
of  students,  and  especially  to  renew  old  friendships,  to  recount 
our  vacation  experience,  and  to  consider  our  plans  for  another 
year  of  instruction  and  study.  We  are  here  to  cheer  one 
another  with  our  enthusiasms,  and  to  inspire  one  another  with 
hope  and  resolution. 

It  is  pleasant  that  we  can  meet  free  from  anxieties.  Tiie 
liberal  support  of  this  community  carried  us  safely  through 
a  great  emergency.  Generous  gifts  followed  in  this  train, — a 
lectureship  of  poetry,  a  collection  of  choice  books  illustrative 
of  the  Fine  Arts,  a  President's  dwelling-house,  a  professorship 
of  literature.  These  are  all  most  welcome  presents.  Moreover, 
the  wise  action  of  the  Trustees  has  made  a  most  advantageous 
change  in  a  considerable  part  of  the  endowment,  so  that  a  mil- 
lion of  dollars,  lately  unproductive,  now  stand  invested  in  an 
excellent  .security  yielding  a  fixed  and  satisfactory  income.  We 
are  therefore  able  to  say  that  every  new  gift  will  enable  us  to 
expand  and  enlarge  our  work. 

The  most  serious  wants  of  the  departments  now  organized 
are  buildings.  We  have  three  excellent  laboratories  for  Science, 
but  for  Language,  Literature,  History,  Politics,  and  Philos- 
ophy we  have  inferior  places.  Our  library,  which  includes 
over  forty  thousand  volumes,  needs  much  larger  rooms,  and 
tlie  reading-room,  a  resort  of  five  hundred  scholars,  is  quite 
inadequate.  As  a  temporary  relief  the  Trustees  have  secured 
the  Friends'  schoolhouse  and  have  fitted  it  up  as  a  hall  for 
modern  languages,  and  two  dwelling  houses  on  Howard 
street  have  been  arranged  for  the  departments  of  mineralogy 
and  geology. 

It  is  with  real  regret  that  we  have  decided  to  transform  Hop- 
kins Hall  into  a  chemical  lecture  room.  Already  that  place 
of  assembly  had  gathered  its  pleasant  associations.  There  we 
have  heard  the  voices  of  Sylvester,  Cayley,  and  Sir  William 
Thomson ;  of  Dean  Stanley,  Matthew  Arnold,  Whitney, 
Lowell,  Child,  Corson,  Gosse,  Cable  and  Lanier;  there  the 
principles  of  law  and  political  and  historical  science  have 


been  explained  by  Judge  Cooley,  Professor  Venable,  Pro- 
fessor Diman,  and  by  three  European  scholars,  von  Hoist, 
Bryce,  and  Freeman,  the  historian  of  the  Norman  Conquest ; 
Joseph  Henry,  Presidents  Mark  Hopkins,  Eliot,  White,  Por- 
ter, Barnard,  Adams,  Gates,  Chapin,  and  many  more  heads 
of  colleges  and  universities  have  been  seen  within  those  walls. 
President  Hayes  and  his  Secretary  of  State  were  there  our 
guests.  Seymour  Haden  has  discoursed  to  us  of  etchings, 
William  W.  Story  on  the  life  of  Michael  Angelo,  Stillman, 
Clarke  and  Waldstein  on  classical  archaeology,  Trowbridge, 
Young,  Mallet,  Langley,  Powell,  Graham  Bell,  and  many 
more,  have  spoken  upon  science. 

There  we  held  our  earliest  commemorations  and  our  first 
classes  were  admitted  to  degrees.  There  the  Bluntschli  Library 
was  presented  to  us  by  the  German  citizens  of  Baltimore;  there 
the  promulgation  of  the  Constitution  of  Japan  was  celebrated  ; 
there  Chief  Justice  Waite  discoursed  to  us  of  John  Marshall,  his 
great  predecessor ;  there  we  have  had  many  delightful  social 
gatherings ;  there  many  learnetl  societies — among  them  the 
oriental,  philological,  medical  and  chirurgical,  and  archaeolog- 
ical— have  met;  Palestine  exploration,  charity  organization, 
civil  service  reform,  hospital  Sunday,  aid  to  the  injured,  indus- 
trial education,  and  many  other  popular  movements  of  the  day 
have  received  consideration  within  those  walls.  Once  I  remem- 
ber that  in  holiday  week  a  company  of  young  people  were 
delighted  to  hear  "The  Ring  and  the  Rose"  read  aloud,  and 
to  see  it  illustrated  by  one  of  the  oldest,  who  is  at  the  same 
time  one  of  the  most  youthful,  members  of  the  University. 
There  most  of  those  who  have  become  professors  delivered 
inaugural  lectures  or  courses  of  lectures  ;  there  many  a  Doctor 
of  Philosoj)hy  has  first  exercised  his  privilegium,  docendi ;  there, 
too,  has  been  the  threshold  where  all  the  earlier  aspirants  for 
admission  to  our  society  have  been  asked  to  give  the  counter- 
sign. There  we  may  almost  say  as  Gibbon  said  of  Christ 
Church,  Oxford,  learning  has  been  made  "  a  duty,  a  pleasure 
and  even  a  fashion." 

While  sentiment  may  regret  that  the  love  of  historical  con- 
tinuity did  not,  for  once,  annul  tlie  law  of  progress  and  retain 
for  general  uses  that  familiar  hall,  reflection  and  gratitude 
must  admit  that  the  change  is  made  opportunely.  The  build- 
ing where  we  now  meet,  to  which  we  have  transferred,  for  the 
present  (until  a  still  more  appropriate  place  is  provided  for 
them),  our  memorial  tablets  and  the  likenesses  of  two  friends, 
is  a  far  better  hall  than  that  we  have  left.  Proffered  to  us  by 
the  father  of  one  of  our  scholars,  planned,  built  and  furnished 
by  him,  he  has  conferred  a  great  benefit,  not  only  upon  the 
Association,  whose  home  it  is,  but  upon  all  the  members  of  the 
University.  A  few  years  hence,  when  the  twentieth  century 
looks  back  on  the  nineteenth,  everybody  wHl  see  that  what 
now  seems  a  loss  to  sentiment  was  in  fact  a  gain  for  science. 

Already  Levering  Hall  has  its  associations.  When  it  was 
set  apart  for  its  specific  purpose  as  a  home  for  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association — an  organization  which  under  its 
present  management  among  us  is  commanding  more  and  more 
respect  and  influence — we  were  greatly  favored  by  the  presence 
and  counsel  of  many  of  the  leading  clergymen  and  laymen  of 
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Baltimore  and  by  some  inspiring  speakers  from  a  distance, 
Foster,  Dodge,  Sturgis,  and  Gates.  It  was  also  most  gratifyino; 
to  welcome  here  last  spring  the  National  Conference  of  Char- 
ities and  Correction,  and  to  iiave  this  platform  tlieu  occupied 
by  men  of  good  will,  from  widely  distant  places  and  from 
divergent  schools,  in  consultation  with  respect  to  the  prevention 
of  vice  and  crime,  and  the  wise  administration  of  public  and 
private  charities. 

Whatever  gains  we  make  in  onr  material  condition,  what- 
ever limitations  are  still  obvious,  let  us  never  forget,  my 
friends,  that  men  and  methods  make  universities,  not  halls, 
nor  books,  nor  instruments,  important  as  tiiese  are.  We  c;in- 
not  flatter  ourselves  that  the  large  number  of  students  who 
were  here  last  year  (almost  the  largest  ever  enrolled),  nor  the 
number  now  here  were  attracted  by  our  architecture  any  more 
than  by  our  victories  on  the  athletic  field.  Let  us  rather  be- 
lieve that  they  were  drawn  here  by  the  reputation  of  the  teachers 
as  men  of  learning  and  talent,  scholars  and  investigators,  and 
by  expectations  that  the  methods  of  instruction  here  employed 
would  be  stimulating,  inspiring,  and  strengthening ;  that  a 
strong  personal  interest  would  be  shown  in  every  student ;  that 
the  companionship  of  scholars  brought  together  from  every 
part  of  the  land,  with  diverse  tastes,  attainments  and  tendencies, 
would  make  an  intellectual  microcosm  in  which  it  would  be 
profitable  to  dwell.  Here  may  it  be  said  that  the  vices  of 
pretense,  superficiality,  inaccuracy,  negligence,  unfair  rivalry, 
narrowness,  detraction,  conceit,  receive  the  censure  that  is  their 
due;  and  that  the  habits  we  inculcate  are  industry,  sustained 
attention,  fidelity  in  little  things,  just  criticism,  generous  appre- 
ciation of  all  knowledge,  cooperation,  belief  in  the  progi'ess 
of  science,  literature,  politics,  religion,  and  willingness  to  con- 
tribute as  good  citizens  to  the  welfare  of  church  and  state.  If 
we  do  not  write  it  over  our  portals,  let  us  believe  in  our  hearts 
and  show  forth  in  our  lives,  that  "  The  Humanities  are  taught 
here."  In  a  recent  biography  of  Dr.  Muhlenberg,  who  had  an 
influence  in  this  country  quite  akin  to  that  of  Dr.  Arnold  at 
Rugby,  you  may  read  that  the  key  to  his  success  was  largely 
due  to  the  principle  which  is  thus  fitly  stated  :  "  The  only 
stimulating  force  in  the  realm  of  spirit  is  spirit ;  the  only  crea- 
tive and  inspiring  agency  in  the  domain  of  character  is  character; 
just  as  the  indispensable  condition  to  the  development  of  mind 
is  the  presence  of  other  minds."     Such  is  our  belief. 

I  have  been  talking  as  if  the  events  of  the  last  fourteen  years 
made  a  chapter  of  ancient  history.  No  doubt  they  seem  so  to 
some  of  our  younger  friends,  but  I  ought  not  to  make  such  an 
error  for  I  am  freshly  arrived  from  Heliopolis  where  a  solitary 
obelisk,  standing  in  a  field  of  waving  corn,  marks  the  site 
where  INIoses  and  Plato  are  said  to  have  studied,  aud  I  have 
been  a  guest  in  many  institutions  that  were  venerable  when 
Christopher  Columbus  made  his  voyages.  Think  of  the  im- 
pression made  upon  a  traveller  frona  Baltimore,  where  there 
are  hardly  any  buildings  one  hundred  years  old,  when  the 
warden  of  Merton  College,  in  Oxford,  invited  him  to  visit 
"  the  muniment  room"  of  that  college  aud  promised  to  show 
him  the  archives,  kept  for  six  hundred  years  iu  the  same  place. 
Or  surmise,  if  you  can,  what  reply  he  made  to  a  lady  in  the 


gardens  of  Christ  Church,  when  she  asked  :  "  What  is  the 
difference  between  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  and  tlie 
Univereity  of  Cambridge  ?  " 

It  would  give  me  a  pleasure,  if  the  time  permitted,  to  recount 
this  evening  the  series  of  intellectual  photographs  which  were 
received  on  the  long  journey  that  I  made  last  winter.  In  some 
respects  it  was  the  most  stimulating  period  of  all  my  school  life. 
After  visiting  the  great  exhibition  in  Paris,  aud  discovering 
(with  an  effort  which  made  me  feel  like  a  discoverer  of  Amer- 
ica) the  modest  contril)utions  wiiicii  were  made  by  Baltimore  to 
tiiat  museum,  the  most  wonderful  display  of  recent  science, 
industry,  and  art  that  the  world  has  ever  seen,  I  passed  through 
the  princij)al  cities  of  Spain  to  the  Straits  of  Giliraltar.  Then 
followed  eleven  voyages  upon  the  Mediterranean.  Thus  we 
were  able  to  see  a  little  of  Morocco,  Algiers,  an<l  Tunis,  and 
to  taste  the  dates  of  Biskra  beneath  the  palm  trees  of  the  oasis. 
We  visited  Carthage,  of  which  Mr.  Freeman  says  "  there  is 
no  spot  which  the  unity  of  history  may  more  rightly  claim  as 
one  of  its  choicest  possessions,"  and  were  impressed  as  he  was 
by  the  fact  that  a  successor  of  Cyprian  had  just  built  "  a  metro- 
politan church  on  the  height  which  is  at  once  the  Bozrah 
(Byrsa)  of  Dido  and  the  Hill  of  Saint  Lewis,  the  spot  from 
which  Gaiseric  ruled  the  seas,  the  spot  to  which  Heraclitus 
dreamed  of  translating  the  dominion  of  the  elder  and  younger 
Rome." 

We  spent  a  few  days  in  Malta.  Then  came  a  visit  to  Syra- 
cuse, Agrigentum,  Palermo  and  Naples.  Our  laces  were  then 
turned  to  Egypt,  where  we  ascended  the  Nile  to  Philae.  A 
visit  to  Jerusalem  followed.  Then  there  was  a  long  voyage 
along  the  coast  of  Asia  Minor  and  through  the  islands  of 
the  iEgean.  We  visited  Beirfll,  Smyrna,  Ephesus,  Athens, 
Corinth,  Mycenae,  Tiryns,  Epidaurus,  Olympia.  Tiien  our 
route  was  homeward. 

The  views  of  the  Mediterranean,  as  seen  from  the  Asiatic 
and  African  coasts,  as  well  as  from  Europe,  are  of  surpassing 
beauty,  for  over  large  areas  mountains  and  high  hills  lie 
within  a  short  distance  of  the  deep  blue  sea.  In  vain  the 
mind  endeavors  to  decide  whether  the  finer  prospect  is  seen 
from  Taormina  or  Algiers,  whether  the  Bay  of  Naples  is  more 
beautiful  than  the  Bay  of  Smyrna,  whether  the  heart  beats 
quicker  as  the  spectator  looks  out  from  the  citadel  at  Cairo, 
beyond  the  verdure  of  the  Nile  to  the  barren  plains  where 
rise  the  pyramids — earliest  important  monuments  of  human 
industry ;  or  as  he  surveys  from  the  Acropolis  the  beautiful 
hills  and  fertile  plains  surrounding  the  city  of  Athens,  and 
the  maguificent  ruins  which  recall  the  days  of  Pericles ;  or  as 
he  stands  upon  the  Mount  of  Olives  and  sees  upon  the  east 
the  valley  of  the  Jordan  and  the  Dead  Sea, — upon  the  west,  the 
City  of  tiie  Great  King,  and  the  mountains  that  are  round 
about  Jerusalem. 

Every  country  had  its  special  lessons,  taught  by  new 
acquaintances  and  suggested  by  unfamiliar  circumstances, 
exciting  the  mind  to  inquiry  and  attention,  taxing  the  mem- 
ory, suggesting  unanswerable  questions,  and  illustrating  at 
once  the  unity  of  mankind  and  the  diversities  of  social  envi- 
ronment.    It  was  always  interesting  to  trace  the  duration  of 
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ideas  once  expressed  in  literature  or  recorded  upon  monuments. 
The  struggles  of  humanity  after  light,  truth,  power  and  per- 
petuity, and  the  repeated  disappointments  which  have  attended 
the  noblest  efforts  came  to  mind  as  a  mournful  chapter  of  ful- 
filled prophecy.  The  histories  of  Herodotus,  of  Pansanias, 
of  the  Bible,  acquired  distinctness  when  they  were  read  upon 
the  sites  to  which  they  refer.  The  literature  of  the  Hebrews, 
the  Greeks  and  the  Latins  became  animate  with  reality.  The 
importance  of  the  excavations,  which  have  been  made  in  the 
last  half  century  and  are  now  progressing  with  more  zest  than 
ever,  can  hardly  be  over-rated. 

Everywhere  upon  such  a  journey  the  problems  of  humanity 
perplex  the  thoughtful  traveller.  Everywhere  our  cotompo- 
raries  are  looking  into  the  origins  of  what  we  see  and  know. 
As  the  biologist  and  the  palaeontologist  are  searching  with  their 
keen  eyes  atid  tlieir  penetrating  microscopes  for  the  early  forms 
of  life,  so  the  archseologists,  with  their  innumerable  spades,  are 
revealing  tablets,  temples,  shrines,  cities,  and  the  philologists 
are  interpreting  the  libraries  of  ancient  history  discovered  in  the 
tombs  of  Egypt,  on  the  Assyrian  cylinders,  upon  the  Cypriote 
fragments,  and  in  all  the  accessible  ruins  of  Greek  and  Roman 
ascendancy.  We  seem  to  be  living  in  an  age  when  historical 
students  are  making  discoveries  respecting  the  origin  of  laws, 
customs,  institutions,  quite  as  noteworthy  as  those  that  are 
made  in  the  domain  of  physical,  chemical,  and  biological  science. 
It  is  quite  time  that  provision  should  be  made  in  this  University 
for  a  lectureship  in  archaeology. 

The  perpetuity  of  religious  ideas,  the  false  as  well  as  the 
true,  is  constantly  brought  to  mind  in  the  Levant.  In  one 
limited  region  three  of  the  great  religions  of  the  world  had 
their  origin.  Two  of  these  religions  are  face  to  face  with  one 
another,  as  they  have  been  for  twelve  hundred  years  or  more, 
and  each  regards  the  other  in  a  hostile,  if  not  in  an  aggressive, 
attitude.  When  an  open  war  will  come  again,  the  wisest 
statesman  cannot  say ;  that  it  is  well  to  be  ready  for  the  conflict 
is  shown  by  the  preparations  that  have  been  made  for  occupy- 
ing Mahommedan  countries  by  Spain,  France,  England  and 
Russia.  Back  of  the  religious  question  is  what  Mr.  Freeman 
calls  the  Eternal  Eastern  Question — the  conflict  that  is  as 
old  as  the  days  of  Phenician  power.  What  races  shall  dom- 
inate the  Mediterranean  Sea? 

The  parcelling  out  of  Africa  is  another  question  of  profound 
interest  just  now.  That  great  continent  stands  in  relation  to 
Europe  just  where  America  stood  two  luindred  years  ago. 
Vast  regions,  unsurveyed  and  uncivilized,  were  claimed  by 
contending  powers  and  the  names  of  New  Spain,  New  France, 
New  Netherlands,  New  Sweden,  and  New  England  were 
written  large  upon  the  continental  mai)S ;  so  England,  France, 
Germany,  Italy,  and  Belgium  are  now  dividing  the  Dark 
Continent  and  projecting  States  and  Empires  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  Christian  institutions  and  European  people.  Who  can 
tell  what  forces  will  triumph  ? 

But  I  cannot  continue  this  train  of  thought,  to  which  an 
evening  might  perhaps  be  devoted,  for  I  have  still  to  report  on 
several  matters  which  have  a  direct  reference  to  university  educa- 
tion.    I  can  only  give  a  word  or  two  to  each  of  several  topics. 


I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  your  congratulations  to 
the  University  of  Montpellier  at  the  celebration  of  its  six 
hundredth  anniversary.  The  fuller  story  of  what  I  saw  and 
heard  has  already  been  printed.*  In  Athens,  the  American 
School  of  Classical  Studies,  to  the  maintenance  of  which  this 
University  has  contributed  ever  since  its  foundation,  ten  years 
ago,  has  been  installed  in  an  excellent  building,  constructed 
for  its  purposes  in  a  beautiful  position,  upon  the  plans  of 
Professor  W.  R.  Ware.  A  permanent  director.  Dr.  Wald- 
stein,  is  now  in  charge  of  its  affairs.  The  library  of  the 
School,  a  small  but  choice  collection  of  books,  is  placed  in  an 
attractive  hall,  where  every  American  of  scholarly  tastes  is 
made  welcome.  The  studies  of  this  School  in  Athens  are 
recognized  as  valuable  contributions  to  classical  archaeology. 
Naples  affords  the  best  illustration  in  the  woi'ld  of  the  value 
of  an  institution  for  the  study  of  marine  life.  Under  the 
able  administration  of  its  founder.  Dr.  Dohrn,  while  the  pop- 
ular love  of  information  in  respect  to  the  beauties  of  the  fauna 
of  the  sea  has  been  gratified  by  a  well-arranged  aquarium, 
scientifically  described,  the  studies  of  biologists  from  every 
land  are  encouraged  and  promoted  in  the  most  efficient  way. 
While  I  was  reminded  of  the  value  of  the  work  accomjilished 
by  our  own  Chesapeake  Zoological  Laboratory,  I  could  not  but 
wish  that  the  seaside  studies  of  Dr.  Brooks  and  his  associates 
might  receive  more  ample  encouragement  than  has  ever  been 
given  them.  A  private  foundation  in  Paris  for  the  advance- 
ment of  studies  in  historical  and  political  science,  reminded 
me  of  our  own  work  in  that  department.  The  £!folc  Ubre, 
founded  and  maintained  by  M.  Boutmy,  of  the  Institute  of 
France,  is  a  most  efficient  school  for  the  training  of  young 
men  to  enter  the  administrative  civil  service,  for  supple- 
menting their  preparation  for  the  legal  profession,  and  for  pre- 
paring them  to  become  investigators  and  writers  upon  political, 
social,  economical  and  'historical  science. 

Those  who  think,  if  any  such  there  be,  that  America 
makes  the  most  progress  in  education,  should  compare  what  is 
done  in  this  country  with  the  recent  progress  of  superior  edu- 
cation in  Paris,  and  should  especially  observe  the  great  facili- 
ties for  study  provided  in  the  new  Sorbonne.  The  Latin 
quarter  of  Paris  has  been  quite  transformed  by  the  changes 
made  under  the  government  of  the  Republic.  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  have  always  exercised  a  peculiar  fascination  upon 
American  scholars,  for  it  was  under  their  influences  and  inspi- 
ration that  our  oldest  institutions  were  formed.  But  great 
changes  are  there  in  progress,  and  the  charm  is  still  as  potent  as 
ever.  It  gave  me  great  pleasure  to  meet,  many  times,  one  whose 
name  is  identified  with  the  first  seven  years  of  this  foundation. 
Professor  Sylvester,  and  especially  to  find  him  full  of  enthu- 
siasm for  all  that  is  most  ennobling  in  science  and  literature, 
efficient,  as  of  yore,  in  advancing  his  favorite  studies,  and  full 
of  the  kindest  and  pleasautest  recollections  of  his  friends  in 
Baltimore.  In  Oxford,  I  had  the  honor  of  being  the  guest  of 
the  President  of  Trinity  College,  a  college  of  which  Professor 
Freeman  and  Professor  Bryce  are  Honorary  Fellows.  This 
is  the  college  where  the  first  Lord  Baltimore,  George  Calvert,

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lived  ;is  an  undergraduate.  He  is  one  of  tiie  worthies  still 
honored  by  his  alma  niater.  I  brouglit  away  a  copy  of  the 
"Grace  before  I\Icat"  which  he  doubtless  used  as  an  undergrad- 
uate— wiiich  we  may  use  here — and  I  projxjse  to  send  in  return 
a  copy  of  the  lives  of  George  and  Cecil  Calvert,  just  written 
by  our  erudite  librarian. 

For  the  opportunity  to  gather  these  and  many  other  remin- 
iscences, I  am  grateful  to  the  authorities  of  this  University, 
and  to  all  my  colleagues  who  made  it  easy  for  me  to  throw  off 
for  a  winter  the  cares  of  official  life.  I  am  especially  grate- 
ful to  the  Acting  President,  Professor  Remsen,  who  consented 
to  bear  my  duties  as  well  as  his  own  during  the  time  when  I 
was  gone, — how  well  he  bore  tlieni  everybody  knows.  He  has 
certainly  proved  that  a  man  may  at  once  bean  excellent  specialist 
and  a  good  administrator.     T  thank  him  with  all  my  heart. 

In  closing,  may  I  say  a  word  to  the  various  classes  of  which 
this  assembly  is  composed.  AVith  the  respect  and  gratitude 
that  is  always  due  to  our  chief  autiiorities,  I  must  thank  the 
Trustees  that,  in  a  period  of  serious  apprehensions,  when  there 
was  danger  in  going  forward,  greater  danger  in  halting,  and 
greatest  danger  of  all  in  going  forward  with  reduced  forces, 
they  so  applied  the  experience  of  men  accustomed  to  deal  with 
large  financial  questions  that  our  strength  was  but  slightly 
reduced,  wiiile  the  economies,  made  necessary  for  a  time,  were 
hardly  noticed  by  observers  without,  and  did  not  embarrass 
the  workers  within,  these  walls.  The  example  of  the  Trustees, 
in  meeting  the  emergency,  inspired  tlie  confidence  of  others 
who  had  no  official  responsibilities,  but  only  tiie  responsibilities 
which  American  citizens  spontaneously  assume,  to  uphold  and 
enlarge  by  their  private  contributions  the  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, charity  and  religion.  Not  one  of  those  who  promptly 
and  generously  contributed  to  the  Emergency  Fund  will  fail 
to  receive  a  grateful  remembrance  in  the  annals  of  this  Uni- 
versity. It  is  surprising  to  see  how  quickly  was  fulfilled  the 
Scripture,  "  For  wliosoever  hath,  to  him  shall  be  given." 
The  library  (where  self-denial  had  been  practised  until 
it  almost  ceased  to  be  a  virtue)  was  enriched  by  the  impor- 
tant bequest  of  Mr.  McCoy  and  by  a  special  appropriation 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  devoted  to  standard  editions  of 
the  best  English  writers,  the  gift  of  a  gentleman  in  New 
England.  Tiiis  new  hall  was  built.  Two  chairs  were 
founded — the  TurnbuU  lectureship  (to  be  annually  held  by 
a  writer  or  lover  of  poetry),  and  the  Donovan  professor- 
ship (to  which  a  permanent  professor  will  be  called),  the 
wise,  the  timely,  and  the  fruitful  suggestion  of  Mayor  Latrobe. 
In  consequence  of  these  gifts,  English  and  comparative  liter- 
ature will  soon  receive  more  attention  here  than  has  hitherto 
been  bestowed  upon  such  studies.  There  is  a  remark  of  Sav- 
igny,  the  great  historian,  quoted  by  Raumer  in  the  History  of 
Education,  which  has  thus  far  been  exemplified  in  the  manage- 
ment of  this  trust.  "  The  universities,"  he  says,  "  have  come 
down  to  us  as  a  noble  inheritance  of  former  times ;  and  we 
are  bound  in  honor  to  leave  them  to  future  generations  with 
their  conditions  improved  as  far  as  possible  and  injured  as 
little  as  possible."  This  spirit,  I  believe,  will  animate  the 
citizens  of  Baltimore. 


I  congratulate  my  colleagues  of  the  Faculty  in  having  won 
for  themselves  and  for  this  University  an  honorable  place  in 
the  world  of  science  and  of  letters.  This  is  largely  the  re\vard 
of  years  and  months  of  intellectual  toil,  the  fruits  of  which  are 
garnered  in  important  contributions  to  the  press.  Whenever, 
in  ray  long  journey,  I  visited  an  institution  of  learning  or 
entered  a  circle  of  educated  men,  I  was  met  by  an  inquiry 
after  some  of  my  colleagues,  or  was  greeted  with  some  honor- 
able reference  to  their  publications.  It  was  so  in  Athens,  in 
Cairo,  in  Beirfit,  in  Naples,  in  Palermo,  in  Montpeliier,  in 
Paris,  in  London,  in  Cambridge,  and  in  Oxford.  Were  it  proper 
to  do  so,  I  could  tell  a  story  of  every  j)lace.  But  there  is  a 
greater  reward  than  public  recognition,  tlie  pleasure  of  seeing 
the  successive  scores  of  young  men,  who  go  out  from  among 
us,  rise  to  stations  of  dignity,  influence  and  usefulness.  If 
the  demons  of  despondency  should  ever  approach  us  in  hours 
of  weariness  and  disappointment,  they  could  be  routed  in  an 
instant  by  the  roll-call  of  our  alumni.  The  bearers  of  our 
diplomas,  who  remain  in  Baltimore,  are  rapidly  becoming 
influential  in  every  walk  of  life.  They  are  active  in  promoting 
the  public  welfare — some  in  commerce,  some  in  charities, 
some  in  politics,  some  in  professional  life.  Not  a  few  of 
those  who  were  born  and  bred  in  this  city  have  been 
called  to  honorable  stations  as  ministers,  professors,  teachers, 
chemists,  electricians — far  away  from  home.  The  Doctors  of 
Philosophy  are  more  and  more  sought  for  in  distant  colleges 
and  universities.  Of  those  who  received  their  diplomas  in 
June  last,  iiardly  any,  if  any,  are  uncertain  as  to  their  future. 

I  congratulate  the  numerous  students  who  are  here  assembled 
upon  the  ample  facilities  which  are  here  afforded  them  to 
acquire  learning  and  to  fit  themselves  for  honorable  stations. 
In  a  recent  article  on  the  life  of  Adam  Sedgwick,  the  distin- 
guished geologist  of  Oxford,  a  Saturday  Reviewer  truly  says 
that  there  is  no  life  so  pleasant  at  the  beginning  as  that  of  a 
successful  Fellow  of  a  college — the  avoidance  of  all  the  minor 
worries  of  life,  the  charm  of  merry  talk,  clever  men  of  one's 
own  age,  and  the  feeling  of  abounding  life  about  one — for  "  a 
college,  like  a  regiment,  has  that  gift  of  eternal  youth  which 
the  Greeks  used  to  ascribe  to  the  immortal  gods."  Such 
pleasures  are  here  open  to  all  who  are  eugaged  in  advanced 
study.  Easy  access  to  books  and  to  instruments  of  precision 
and  research,  close  relations  with  teachers  of  learning  and 
experience,  and  the  companionship  of  kindred  minds  can 
nowhere  be  so  completely  enjoyed  as  within  the  walls  of  a 
large  and  well-endowed  university.  The  undergraduates,  and 
among  them,  those  who  have  lately  joined  the  ranks  of  scholar- 
ship, I  welcome  to  a  life  of  endurance,  as  it  has  been  well 
termed  by  Professor  Gildersleeve* — but  also  to  a  life  where 
endurance  produces  manliness,  and  manliness,  virtue.  I 
welcome  you  all,  both  young  and  old,  to  hard  tasks  and  to 
great  rewards ;  to  exertions  which  will  give  you  the  conscious- 
ness of  strengtli,  the  power  of  usefulness,  the  willingness  to 
serve — and  so  I  welcome  you  to  the  highest  happiness,  for 
there  can  be  no  greater  pleasure  in  life  than  to  serve  with 
fidelity  our  day  and  generation.

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JUDGE   GEORGE   WILLIAM   BROWN. 


A  meeting  was  held  on  Monday,  October  20,  at  4  p.  m.,  in  Hopkins 
Hall,  to  testify  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Judge  George  William 
Brown,  one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and 
also  a  trustee  of  the  Hospital. 

The  meeting  was  composed  of  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  University, 
the  Trustees  and  Officers  of  the  Hospital  and  a  few  personal  friends  of  the 
deceased. 

Charles  J.  M.  Gwinn,  Esq.,  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  read  the 
following  minutes : 

I. 
Action  of  the  University  Trustees. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  lield 
October  6,  1890,  the  following  minute  was  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Board,  deeply  sensible  of  the  loss  which  it  has  sus- 
tained by  the  death  of  George  William  Brown,  lately  one  of  its  members, 
and  knowing  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital 
shares  its  sorrow,  requests  the  President  of  this  University  to  give  notice 
that  a  general  meeting  will  be  held,  on  such  a  day  as  he  may  appoint,  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  University  and  Hospital,  and  of  the  Professors  and 
Instructors  in  botli  institutions,  to  express  the  gpneral  sense  of  all  connected 
with  both  foundations  of  the  loss  which  they  have  sustained. 

Mesohed,  That  the  minutes  of  such  meeting,  when  it  takes  place,  shall  be 
recorded  among  the  minutes  of  this  Board.

II. 

Action  op  the  Hospital  Trustees. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital, 
held  October  14th,  1890:— 

The  President  desired  to  place  the  following  minute  upon  record. 

The  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital 
have  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  by  the  death  of  George  William  Brown, 
one  of  the  Trustees  of  this  institution. 

His  high  character,  unfailing  courtesy  and  patient  attention  to  every  duty 
which  he  was  called  upon  to  discharge,  endeared  him  to  all  connected  with 
this  institution. 

The  President,  Trustees,  Officers  and  Instructors  of  the  Hospital  will 
assemble  with  their  brethren  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  in  Hopkins 
Hall,  on  Monday,  October  20,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
expression  to  their  respect  for  his  memory. 

The  proceedings  of  that  assemblage  shall  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
this  Board. 

On  motion  the  above  was  unanimously  adopted.

III. 

Action  of  the  Assembled  Bodies. 

The  meeting  was  then  organized  with  Judge  G.  W.  Dobbin  as  chairman, 
and  Dr.  Wm.  Hand  Browne  as  Secretary. 

President  D.  C.  Oilman  then  addressed  the  meeting  in  the  following 
words : 


Remarks  of  President  Oilman. 
We  have  been  called  together  this  afternoon  in  this  familiar  hall,  to  con- 
sider the  life  and  example  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  honored  Trustees 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  foundations.  We  have  met  by  ourselves  simply  to  com- 
memorate the  relations  of  Judge  Brown  to  this  University  and  this  Hospital. 
When  our  deceased  friend  had  completed  not  long  ago  his  judicial  life,  the 
members  of  the  bar  assembled  and  paid  a  tribute  of  respect  to  his  services 
upon  the  bench, — and  when  he  went  to  Europe  a  short  time  afterwards,  tlie 
representatives  of  the  educational  and  literary  foundations,  to  which  he 
belonged,  united  in  showing  him  their  regard.  It  is  desirable  that  the 
entire  life  of  such  a  citizen  should  be  carefully  reviewed  by  some  skilful 
pen  and  his  example  be  held  up  to  the  young  men  of  this  community.  But 
to-day  we  have  met  for  a  simpler  purpose. 

If  we  consider  for  a  moment  how  grave  a  matter  it  is  to  determine  plans 
for  the  highest  education,  and  to  initiate  methods  for  the  relief  of  human 
suffering,  we  shall  not  fail  to  remember  that  there  are  few  stations,  if  any, 
in  this  city,  more  responsible  than  that  of  a  trustee  in  these  two  founda- 
tions. 

Judge  Brown  was  qualified  for  such  a  place  among  us  by  taste,  temper- 
ament, and  training.  He  had  the  advantage  of  a  liberal  education  in  the 
household,  at  school,  at  college,  and  in  the  study  of  law.  He  never  changed 
his  residence  from  the  city  where  he  was  born,  and  where  his  ancestors  had 
resided, — so  that  he  was  in  the  fullest  sense  a  Baltimorean.  Yet  he  enlarged 
his  experience  by  travel  in  this  and  in  foreign  lands.  He  devoted  himself 
assiduously  to  tlie  duties  of  his  profession  and  acquired  distinction  as  one  of 
the  authors  of  the  first  volume  of  the  Maryland  Digest;  as  a  counsellor  in 
important  cases,  as  a  professor  of  constitutional  and  international  law,  and 
finally  as  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench  in  Baltimore.  He  went 
into  politics,  in  the  spirit  that  should  animate  every  good  citizen,  neither 
seeking  nor  refusing  office,  and  always  studying  the  public  welfare.  Beneath 
his  gentle  manners,  dwelt  the  courage  of  a  lion.  Faithful  and  fearless,  he 
defended  the  principles  in  which  he  believed  without  the  slightest  regard 
to  his  own  popularity, — more  than  once  at  the  risk  of  his  life.  Selfishness 
was  as  foreign  to  his  nature  as  cowardice  or  insincerity.  There  were  none 
so  obscure  or  humble  that  he  would  pass  them  by;  none  so  wayward  that 
he  would  hesitate  to  befriend  them.  In  suggestions  for  the  advancement  of 
learning  he  was  fertile  and  persistent ;  toward  the  suggestions  of  others  he 
was  always  responsive. 

Thirty-four  years  ago,  he  wrote  an  appeal  for  the  establishment  of  a  free 
library  in  Baltimore;  fifty  years  ago  he  was  one  of  the  originators  of 
the  Bar  Library  ;  twenty-one  years  ago  he  delivered  an  address  on  the  need 
of  a  higher  standard  of  education  in  the  United  States.  The  University  of 
Maryland  made  him  one  of  its  Board  of  Regents.  St.  John's  College  elected 
him  a  trustee.  Other  institutions  solicited  his  counsel, — and  among  them 
the  Maryland  Historical  Society,  in  which  the  local  records  of  the  past  are 
faithfully  cherished,  was  particularly  dear  to  him. 

It  was  fortunate  for  Baltimore  that  when  the  day  of  large  gifts  dawned 
there  were  here  so  many  men  like  Judge  Brown, — not  a  few  of  them  still 
living  among  us,  revered  and  beloved, — men  who  had  broad  views,  gener- 
ous purposes,  lofty  ideals ;  men  who  were  not  governed  by  sectional  or  sec- 
tarian, or  selfish  motives  in  the  promotion  of  learning ;  men  who  sought 
for  the  best,  and  strove  for  tlie  best,  and  were  never  satisfied  with  the  second 
best.  The  citizens  of  this  place,  the  students  who  are  here  attracted  from 
every  part  of  the  land,  the  suffering  who  may  here  find  relief  from  their 
ailments,  the  lovers  of  music,  of  literature,  of  science,  and  of  art  can  never 
be  too  grateful  to  those  painstaking,  unpaid,  enlightened,  and  inspiring'' 
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men  who  by  their  unseen  hibors,  their  wise  counselH,  ami  their  nolUe  spirit 
have  made  the  City  of  Biiltimore  one  of  the  most  favored  pUnes  in  the 
land. 

Judge  Brown  was  included  by  Mr.  Peabody  among  the  original  trustees 
of  the  Peabody  Institute  (of  whom  but  two  are  now  left),  and  for  years  he 
served  upon  some  of  the  most  important  conimittee.s  of  that  Board.  Mr. 
Hopkins  included  him  among  the  original  trustees  of  this  University,  where 
for  seven  years  he  has  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.  In 
the  organization  of  the  Pratt  Library,  the  founder  early  sought  his  counsel, 
and  selected  him  as  one  of  his  original  trustees.  He  became  by  election  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Jolins  Hopkins  Hospital.  The 
enumeration  of  his  public  services  would  not  he  complete  were  it  to  omit 
the  arduous  and  unappreciated  labors  whiili  he  bestowed  upon  the  subject 
of  public  education  as  one  of  a  Conunittee  to  consider  the  improvement  of 
the  public  schools  of  this  place.  Without  completing  the  list  of  his  ser- 
vices to  education,  I  will  only  add  that  Judge  Brown  was  everywhere 
regarded  as  one  of  the  wise  men  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  his  ser- 
vices to  this  University  can  never  be  too  highly  appreciated,  or  too  grate- 
fully remembered. 

I  dare  not  trust  myself  to  speak  of  our  personal  loss.  Every  hour  of 
every  day  as  I  sit  before  his  likeness  I  am  reminded  of  his  unfailing  hope- 
fulness, even  in  times  of  uncertainty  and  anxiety  ;  of  his  patient  attention 
to  those  little  perplexities  which  must  be  considered  if  an  institution  so 
complex  as  this  is  to  have  a  prosperous  course;  of  his  readiness  to  con- 
tribute in  money  to  the  many  objects  in  a  university  which  are  not  a  proper 
charge  upon  the  public  chest  and  his  prompt  contribution,  while  abroad,  to 
our  emergency  fund  ;  of  his  cheerful  smile,  of  his  cordial  greeting,  of  his 
sympathy  in  trial,  of  his  calm,  wise,  and  trustworthy  counsel.  He  did  not 
talk  much  of  religious  matters,  but  I  have  had  many  conversations  with 
him  on  the  most  sacred  themes,  and  it  was  always  evident  that  he  dwelt  in 
the  conscious  presence  of  the  Infinite  and  the  Invisible.  "  He  was  not,  for 
God  took  him." 

Remarks  of  Dr.  H.  B.  Adams. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Adams  then  spoke  of  Judge  Brown's  interest  in  and  connection 
with  historical  studies. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks,  he  referred  to  the  more  important  pam- 
phlets written  by  Judge  Brown,  and  read  several  characteristic  sentences 
from  them,  and  he  called  special  attention  to  the  constant  interest  of  their 
author  in  the  Historical  Seminary  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University.  The 
substance  of  his  remarks  is  given  in  the  following  notes. 

Among  the  more  important  contributions  of  Judge  Brown  to  historical 
science  and  education  are  the  following  publications  and  addresses.  (1)  A 
Discourse  on  the  Origin  and  Growth  of  Civil  Liberty  in  Maryland,  delivered 
before  the  Maryland  Historical  Society,  April  12,  1850,  when  Judge  Brown 
was  thirty-eight  years  old.  In  this  address  Judge  Brown  emphasized  the 
fact  that  the  civil  liberties  of  Maryland  and  of  our  American  Commonwealths 
are  not  due  to  proprietary  grants  or  chartered  rights,  but  to  immemorial 
customs  of  self-government  brought  by  English  colonists  to  this  country.  In 
Maryland,  after  a  long  conflict  with  the  proprietary,  the  common  freemen 
established  the  principle,  in  1722,  that  all  legislation  should  originate  with 
the  people.  Judge  Brown  described  the  important  part  played  by  Baltimore 
in  the  American  Revolution,  and  showed  from  original  records  the  good 
work  done  by  committees  of  observation  and  correspondence  in  town  and 
country.  One  of  his  own  ancestors  served  upon  the  Baltimore  committee. 
It  is  interesting  to  recall  Judge  Brown's  life-long  interest  in  the  Maryland 
Historical  Society.  He  was  chiefly  instrumental  in  securing  the  transfer 
of  the  colonial  and  revolutionary  archives  from  Annapolis  to  Baltimore, 
and  in  obtaining  a  State  appropriation  for  their  publication.      (2)   An 


address  before  the  students  of  Rutgers  College  (Judge  Brown's  Alma 
Mater),  on  "The  Old  World  and  the  New."  This  address  was  given  in 
1851,  after  Judge  Brown's  first  visit  to  Europe.  (.3)  An  address  to  the 
literary  societies  of  St.  John's  College,  Annapolis,  in  1869,  soon  after  his 
second  visit  to  Europe,  on  "  The  Need  of  a  Higher  Standard  of  Education 
in  the  United  States."  In  this  address,  published  seven  years  before  the 
Johns  Hopkins  was  open  to  students,  Judge  Brown  said  "a  great  university 
hereafter  to  be  established  in  Baltimore,  has  been  planned  by  the  wealthiest 
of  her  citizens,  a  native  of  this  county,  and  at  some  future  day  we  may 
confidently  expect  that  it  will  be  so  liberally  endowed  out  of  his  large 
fortune  as  to  enable  it  to  take  rank  among  the  first  and  most  useful 
universities  in  the  land."  (4)  An  unpublished  address  to  the  students  of 
the  Historical  Department  in  1879,  upon  the  subject  of  Von  Hoist's  Constitu- 
tional History  of  the  United  States.  (5)  "Baltimore  and  the  Nineteenth 
of  April,  18G1."  This  was  the  most  important  of  .Judge  Brown's  con- 
tributions to  historical  literature,  and  was  published  in  1887  as  an  extra 
volume  of  the  University  Studies  in  Historical  and  Political  Science. 
Judge  Brown  gave  the  Historical  Seminary  an  interesting  summary  of  his 
work  in  advance  of  its  publication.  The  book  was  reviewed  by  Dr.  Jefl^rey 
E.  Brackett,  who  said  of  it :  "  It  is  to  tell  the  truth  of  things  that  have  often 
been  misunderstood  that  Judge  Brown,  always  a  prominent  citizen  of  Balti- 
more and  its  Mayor  in  1861,  has  turned  back  to  those  bygonedays."  Judge 
Brown  narrated  the  facts  leading  up  to  the  19th  of  April,  1861,  in  a  calm 
and  dispassionate  manner,  which  commands  the  respect  of  historical  stu- 
dents. (6)  Judge  Brown's  last  address  to  the  Historical  Seminary  was  in 
the  autumn  of  1888,  just  before  his  third  and  final  visit  to  Europe.  His 
subject  was  the  Municipal  Development  of  Baltimore,  an  encouraging 
review  of  the  progress  of  this  city  and  a  striking  contrast  between  its 
present  good  order  and  the  lawlessness  which  prevailed  in  early  days. 

The  evening  before  Judge  Brown's  death  he  was  reading,  in  the  Septem- 
ber number  of  the  Allantk  Monthly,  John  Fiske's  admirable  article  on  "  The 
Disasters  of  1780."  The  copy  which  he  held  in  in  his  hands  bears  appre- 
ciative marks  in  that  neat  style  always  characteristic  of  .Judge  Brown.  A 
leaf  is  turned  down  at  page  349,  where  Mr.  Fiske  has  paid  a  merited  tribute 
to  the  heroism  of  the  Maryland  Line  in  the  disastrous  Southern  campaign 
so  miserably  conducted  by  General  Gates,  the  hero  of  Saratoga.  Judge 
Brown  was  deeply  impressed  by  Mr.  Fiske's  interesting  narrative  and  by 
the  generous  recognition  which  he,  a  Northern  man,  had  given  to  Southern 
troops.  The  Judge  commended  the  article  to  his  eldest  son,  who  also  read 
it  through  that  very  night  at  Lake  Mohonk.  The  next  day  the  Judge 
spoke  again  of  Mr.  Fiske's  article  in  the  most  complimentary  way  and  said 
that  he  hoped  some  student  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  would  under- 
take a  history  of  "The  Maryland  Line,"  which  had  never  received  its  due 
in  previous  accounts  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  This  was  Judge  Brown's 
last  reference  to  the  State  and  the  University  which  he  loved  so  well.  May 
this  last  suggestion  bear  historic  fruit ! 

Professor  B.  L.  Gildersleeve  then  read  the  following  minute  as  expressing 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  and  moved  its  adoption : — 

Adoption  of  a  Minute  teith  Sespect  to  the  Memory  of  Judge  Brown. 

The  Trustees,  President,  and  Academic  Staff  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, with  the  Trustees,  President,  and  Ofiicers  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,  assembled  to  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  their  associate,  counsel- 
lor, governor,  friend,  the  late  George  William  Brown,  desire  to  put  on 
record  their  appreciation  of  a  character  marked  by  rare  courage  and  rarer 
kindliness,  of  an  intellect  which  owed  the  reach  of  its  vision  to  the  serenity 
of  a  pure  and  fearless  soul,  which  owed  the  justice  of  its  insight  to  quick 
sympathy  with  the  springs  of  humanity. 
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Few  men  have  lived  in  any  community  that  have  been  so  closely  identi- 
fied with  so  many  movements  for  the  public  good,  and  of  these  few  he  was 
always  among  the  first,  often  the  very  first  to  go  forward — a  man  wise  in 
counsel,  diligent  in  performance,  and  whether  in  deliberation  or  in  action 
living  and  moving  under  a  sense  of  duty  to  his  own  ideal  of  citizenship,  that 
was  at  once  an  example  and  an  inspiration.  Breadth  of  view,  fearlessness 
and  purity  of  soul,  wisdom  in  counsel,  ready  sympathy,  the  priceless  experi- 
ence of  a  life  consecrated  to  high  ideals — all  this  being  his,  was  ours,  and 
was  counted  among  tlie  sources  of  the  power  of  these  foundations  which  he 
served  so  faithfully  from  the  beginning,  was  counted  and  will  count  to  the 
end  of  time. 

Impossible  though  it  be  to  suppress  the  natural  sorrow  for  our  personal 
loss,  for  the  loss  to  the  Univei-sity  and  to  the  Hospital,  no  more  beautiful  close 
could  have  been  wished  for  a  course  that  had  stretched  through  so  many 
years  of  arduous  labor  and  high  achievement:  and  we  know  that  the  mem- 
ory of  a  life  so  rounded  and  complete  will  abide  iu  strength,  and  even  beyond 
that  memory,  the  good  which  he  has  wrought  and  which  we  here  reverently 
recognize. 

C.  Morton  Stewart,  Esq.,  seconded  the  motion  and  added  the  following 
words : 

Remarks  of  C.  Morton  Stewart,  Esq. 

Sometimes  when  our  autumn  twilight  is  fading  into  the  darkness  of  the 
night,  a  halo  of  promise  proclaims  the  resurrection  of  another  morn  and 
the  brightness  of  another  day.  Such  is  the  symmetry  of  some  characters, 
such  is  the  devotion  of  some  lives  to  principle,  that  the  sunset  of  their 
existence  declares  with  equal  precision  the  dawn  of  a  blessed  eternity  for 
them. 

I  come  here,  Mr.  President,  as  no  mourner,  in  sorrow  and  in  grief,  but  in 
the  solemn  and  reverent  attitude  of  confidence  that  a  life  so  full  of  age,  so 
full  of  honors,  so  full  of  gentleness  mingled  with  firmness,  may  pass  away 
even  with  the  resignation  of  those  who  loved  our  departed  friend  the  most, 
because  they  knew  him  the  best. 

The  advantage  to  be  derived  from  such  meetings  as  the  one  we  now  hold, 
lies  iu  the  fact  that  we  are  permitted  to  extend  sympathy  to  the  living, — 
to  express  respect  for  tlie  dead, — and  to  hold  on  high  the  torch-light  of  fame, 
so,  that  while  we  cherish  the  memory  of  our  colleague,  we  can  live  in  the 
light  of  his  example. 

The  motion  having  been  unanimously  adopted,  the  meeting  adjourned. 


Biographical  Note. 

George  William  Brown  was  born  in  Baltimore  on  October  13,  1812. 
At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  entered  Dartmouth  College,  New  Hampshire,  and 
afterwards  Rutgers  College,  New  Jersey,  where  he  was  graduated  with  the 
highest  honors  in  1831.  Returning  to  Baltimore,  he  studied  law  in  the 
office  of  Mr.  John  (afterwards  Judge)  Piirviance,  and  in  two  years  was 
admitted  to  the  bar.  In  1839  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Frederick  W. 
Brune,  Jr.,  whose  sister  he  married — a  partnership  which  continued  until 
1873  when  Mr.  Brown  was  elected  a  judge. 


During  the  Bank  of  Maryland  riot"*,  in  1835,  Mr.  Brown  joined  the  vol- 
unteers who,  under  the  command  of  General  Samuel  Smith,  suppressed  the 
disturbances  and  restored  order  to  the  city. 

Mr.  Brown  was  one  of  the  foremost  in  the  reform  movement  of  1858,  the 
object  of  which  was  to  purge  the  city  of  the  spirit  of  lawlessness  which  had 
grown  to  formidable  proportions  among  a  certain  class,  culminating  in  open 
defiance  of  the  laws,  almost  daily  deeds  of  violence,  and  several  shocking 
murders.  The  body  of  law-abiding  citizens,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Brown  and  others,  formed  a  Reform  Association,  and  by  their  vigorous  and 
courageous  action,  at  very  considerable  personal  risk,  they  crushed  the 
lawless  spirit,  and  broughtsome  of  the  leading  offenders  to  justice  while  the 
others  fled  the  city.  Measures  were  passed  to  secure  good  order  at  the  polls 
and  protect  voters  from  the  violence,  intimidation,  and  other  shameful  prac- 
tices which  had  become  common,  and  to  secure  the  peace  of  the  city  and 
safety  of  the  citizens. 

Mr.  Brown's  energetic  and  fearless  action  raised  him  high  in  the  esteem 
of  his  fellow  citizens,  and  in  1860  he  was  elected  M.ayor  of  Baltimore  by  a 
large  majority.  During  his  Mayoralty  occurred  the  memorable  outbreak 
of  the  19th  of  April,  18'jl,  when  the  Sixth  Massachusetts  Regiment  was 
attacked  by  an  excited  crowd  while  marching  through  the  city.  The  Mayor, 
on  hearing  of  the  disturbance,  instantly  hastened  to  the  spot,  ordering  at 
the  same  time  the  Marshal  of  Police  to  follow  with  a  force  to  act  as  a  guard. 
Regardless  of  the  danger  to  his  own  person,  Mayor  Brown  placed  himself  at 
the  head  of  the  soldiers  and  marched  with  them,  appealing  to  the  infuriated 
mob  to  preserve  the  peace.  By  the  measures  which  he  immediately  took, 
and  a  personal  appeal  made  by  himself  and  other  prominent  citizens  to  the 
President  to  forbid  troops  from  being  sent  through  Baltimore,  a  repetition 
of  the  outbreak  was  prevented. 

In  the  exciting  times  which  followed,  Mayor  Brown  exerted  himself  to 
the  utmost  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  city,  until  September,  when  he  was 
arrested  by  a  military  order  and  imprisoned,  first  in  Fortress  Monroe,  then 
in  Fort  Lafayette,  and  Fort  Warren.  During  this  time  various  overtures 
were  made  to  him  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Government  but  coupled  with 
conditions  which  he  could  not  accept,  and  in  November,  1862,  he  was 
released  unconditionally.  On  his  release,  Mr.  Brown  returned  to  his  legal 
practice,  until  October,  1872,  when  he  was  elected,  without  opposition,  Chief 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City.  In  1882,  Judge  Brown, 
having  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years,  would  have  been  obliged  to  retire 
under  the  law  ;  but  a  special  enabling  act  of  the  Legislature  authorized  him 
to  continue  in  office  to  the  end  of  his  term.  His  term  as  judge  expired  in 
October,  1888.    He  died  quite  suddenly  at  Lake  Mohonk,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  5, 1890. 

Mr.  Brown  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Bar  Association,  and  its  pres- 
ident, a  regent  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Maryland  Historical  Society,  one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University,  a  trustee  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  Peabody 
Institute,  a  visitor  of  St.  John's  College,  and  a  director  of  the  Enoch  Pratt 
Free  Library. 

Besides  public  addresses  and  lectures.  Judge  Brown  published  several 
historical  monographs,  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  which  is  "  Baltimore 
and  the  19th  of  April,  1861,"  an  authentic  narrative  of  the  occurrences 
before  referred  to.

WOMEN'S  MEDICAL  SCHOOL  FUND. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  October  29, 1890, 
the  following  letter  was  presented  : 

"  The  committees  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  to  procure  tlie 
most  advanced  medical  education  for  women,  can  now  place  at  your  disposal 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  use  of  your  medical  school, 
if  you  will,  by  resolution,  agree  that  women  whose  previous  training  has 
been  equivalent  to  your  preliminary  medical  course,  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  school,  when  it  shall  open,  upon  the  same  terms  which  may  be  pre- 
scribed for  men.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  women  ought  to  be  trained 
to  act  as  nurses  for  sick  women.  There  is  as  little  doubt  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  women  ought  to  be  educated  and  trained  in  such  manner  as  to 
be  fully  able  to  care  for  sick  women  who  may  wish  or  ought  to  be  treated 
by  women.  We  have  devoted  ourselves  to  the  furtherance  of  this  oliject. 
We  have  reason  to  hope  that  a  university  which  proposes  to  found  a  medi- 
cal school  intended  to  teach  advanced  methods  in  treatment  of  those  diseases 
which  afflict  mankind,  will  not  refuse  to  women  the  opportunity  of  learning 
such  methods.  There  is  now  a  general  interest  in  our  movement.  In 
order  that  this  interest  may  be  sustained  we  ask  you  to  consider  our  offer 

at  the  earliest  possible  period.

The  following  minute  was  adopted  by  the  Board: — 

"The  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
have  received  from  Mrs.  Nancy  Morris  Davis,  chairman  of  one  of  the  com- 
mittees formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  to  procure  the  most 
advanced  medical  education  for  women,  the  gratifying  intelligence  that 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been  raised  for  the  use  of  their  intended 
medical  school,  and  is  at  their  disposal  if  they  will,  by  resolution,  agree  to 
the  terms  upon  which  the  money  was  contributed  by  its  donors.  These 
terms  are  that  this  board,  if  it  accepts  the  fund  thus  raised,  shall  agree,  by 
resolution,  that  when  its  medical  school  is  opened  women,  whose  previous 
training  has  been  equivalent  to  the  preliminary  medical  course  prescribed 
for  men,  shall  be  admitted  to  such  school  upon  the  same  terms  as  may  be 
prescribed  for  men.  The  offer  to  this  university  of  the  particular  fund  is 
the  free,  voluntary  act  of  women  residing  in  this  state  and  in  other  states, 
made  without  the  suggestion  or  solicitation  of  this  board,  and  we  accept  it 
under  and  subject  to  the  terms  which  are  made  a  part  of  the  gift,  with  the 
understanding  and  declaration,  however,  that  such  preliminary  training  in 
all  its  parts  shall  be  obtained  in  some  other  institution  of  learning  devoted 
in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  education  of  women,  or  by  private  tuition. 

"The  fund  so  contributed  shall  be  invested,  and  known  as  the  'Women's 
Medical  School  Fund  ; '  and  that  fund  and  all  interest  to  accrue  thereon, 
and  all  additions  made  thereto  for  the  same  purpose,  shall  remain  invested 
for  the  purposes  of  increase  only  until,  with  its  aid  as  a  foundation,  a  gen- 
eral fund  has  been  accumulated  amounting  to  not  less  than  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  sufficient  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a 
medical  school  worthy  of  the  reputation  of  this  university,  and  fully  suffi- 


cient as  a  means  of  complete  medical  instruction.  Then,  and  not  until  then, 
will  a  medical  school  be  opened  by  this  university;  and  then,  and  not  until 
then,  will  the  gift  now  ofl'ered  be  used  by  this  university;  and  then,  and  not 
until  then,  will  the  terms  attached  thereto  be  operative. 

"  The  utility  of  a  training  school  for  women  nurses  has  been  demonstrated 
by  the  experience  and  practice  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  by  the 
necessities  of  home  life  among  our  people. 

"This  board  is  satisfied  that  in  hospital  practice  among  women,  in  penal 
institutions  in  which  women  are  prisoners,  in  charitable  institutions  in  whicli 
women  are  cared  for,  and  in  private  life  when  women  are  to  be  attended, 
there  is  a  need  and  place  for  learned  and  capable  women  physicians,  and 
that  it  is  the  business  and  duty  of  this  board,  when  it  is  supplied  with  the 
necessary  means  for  opening  its  proposed  medical  school,  to  make  provision 
for  the  training  and  full  qualification  of  such  women  for  the  abundant  work 
which  awaits  them  in  these  wide  fields  of  usefulness.  Nothing  contained  in 
this  minute  shall  be  construed  as  abridging,  in  any  manner,  the  right  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  its  school  of 
medicine  when  it  is  organized,  and  in  making  such  rules  and  regulations 
the  terms  of  this  minute  shall  always  be  respected  and  observed."

The  Fifteenth  Academic  Year  began  Wednesday,  October  1.  The 
opening  assembly  was  held  in  Levering  Hall,  Friday  evening,  October  3d. 
An  address  was  made  by  President  Gilman,  (printed  elsewhere).  A  brief 
address  was  also  made  by  Professor  Welch.  After  the  close  of  the  exercises 
in  the  hall  there  was  a  social  assembly  in  the  gymnasium. 

The  Travellers'  Club  of  the  Univei-sity  held  its  first  meeting  on  October 
10th.  Brief  addresses  were  made  by  Professor  H.  F.  Reid,  of  the  Case  School, 
and  by  Dr.  Emil  Hausknecht,  for  several  years  Professor  of  Pedagogics  in  the 
Imperial  University  of  Tokio.  Professor  Reid  gave  an  account  of  the  explo- 
ration of  the  Muir  glacier  in  Alaska  by  himself  and  a  party  of  his  students 
during  the  past  summer.  Dr.  Hausknecht  spoke  briefly  on  recent  educa- 
tional progress  in  Japan. 

There  was  a  second  meeting  of  the  Club  on  October  17th.  Professor  G. 
H.  Williams  gave  an  account  of  a  recent  geological  excursion  to  the  Green 


Mountains.  President  Slocum,  of  Colorado  College,  spoke  of  the  irrigation 
schemes  in  Colorado  and  New  Mexico.  Dr.  W.  B.  Clark  described  the 
geological  features  of  Gay  Head,  Mass. 

Professor  James  Bryce  visited  the  University  on  October  '20th,  and  met, 
in  an  informal  way,  the  students  in  History  and  Politics  and  other  members 
of  the  University  in  Levering  Hall. 

A  meeting  of  tlie  Trustees  of  the  University  and  Hospital  was  held  on 
October  20th  to  take  formal  action  in  regard  to  the  death  of  Judge  George 
William  Brown.  .\n  account  of  the  action  of  the  meeting  is  given  in 
full  on  another  page. 

Advanced  copies  of  the  Contour  Map  of  "  B.^ltimoke  and  Vicinity  " 
(the  Baltimore  sheet  of  the  map  of  Maryland  in  preparation  by  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey)  have  been  received  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
officers  of  the  survey.  It  is  about  14  x  IS  inches  in  size,  drawn  on  the  scale 
of  one  to  sixty-two  thousand  five  hundred.  The  area  covered  extends  from 
76°  30'  to  76°  45'  longitude,  and  from  39°  10'  to  39°  25'  latitude.  Land 
contours  and  elevations  are  indicated  at  intervals  of  20  feet. 

The  preface  to  Volume  III  of  Sir  William  Thomson's  Mathe.matical 
AND  Phy-sical  Papers,  dated  June  2,  1890,  states  that  "a  printed  volume 
containing  my  Baltimore  lectures  on  Molecular  Dynamics  and  the  Wave 
Theory  of  Light,  with  Appendices,  of  which  a  limited  edition  has  already 
been  published  in  papyrograph  by  the  .Johns  Hopkins  University,  will  con- 
tain also  some  later  articles  relating  to  those  subjects,  and  will,  I  hope,  be 
published  soon." 

Dr.  Hartwell,  Associate  in  Physical  Training,  will,  during  the  current 
year,  deliver  four  University  lectures  upon  Physical  Training.  The 
special  aim  of  these  lectures  will  be  to  determine  the  educational  and 
hygienic  value  of  bodily  exercise,  and  the  best  methods  of  coordinating  it 
with  mental  and  moral  training.  The  nature  and  effects  of  exercise  will  be 
set  forth,  and  the  essential  characteristics  of  the  main  forms  of  exercise, 
such  as  athletic  sports,  gymnastics,  technical  drill,  manual  training,  and 
mechano-therapy,  wfll  be  discussed.  The  origin,  development,  and  salient 
features  of  the  principal  systems  of  physical  education,  now  in  vogue  in 
Europe  and  America,  will  be  considered  and  compared. 

These  lectures  will  embody  the  results  of  Dr.  Hartwell's  recent  studies 
and  observations  in  Great  Britain,  France,  Germany,  Switzerland,  and  Scan- 
dinavia, as  well  as  in  this  country,  and  will  be  copiously  illustrated  by  means 
of  photographs,  plans,  and  tables. 

Dr.  Hartwell  delivered,  on  October  24,  the  first  of  his  course  of  lectures 
on  Personal  Hygiene.  This  course  is  required  of  all  the  undergraduates 
of  the  first  year  as  a  part  of  the  course  in  physical  training,  which  must  be 
passed  before  taking  the  degree  of  A.  B.  It  will  extend  through  the  first 
half-year. 

A  course  of  Sunday  afternoon  lectures  on  the  World's  Religions,  before 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  the  University,  was  begun 
by  President  Gilman,  on  October  12.  His  subject  was  the  City  of  Jeru- 
salem. Rev.  Dr.  Strong,  author  of  "Our  Country,''  spoke  on  October  19. 
On  October  26,  Dr.  H.  B.  Adams  spoke  on  Confucius.  A  reception  to  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Gilman  was  given  by  the  Association,  Monday  evening, 
October  13. 

Hugh  Duffield  Taylor,  a  graduate  student  of  History  and  Politics 
during  the  last  session,  died  of  typhoid  fever  at  his  home  in  Bristol, 
Tennessee,  July  24,  1890. 

MoRDECAi  Strauss  died  at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  September  16,  1890.  He 
entered  the  University  in  September,  1887,  and  followed  undergraduate 
studies  here  till  April,  1890,  when  he  withdrew  on  .account  of  ill  health.  He 
would  in  all  probability  have  completed  the  course  and  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  June,  1 890.
